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PENDING CAMPAIGNS 


FOR PROHIBITION 


Some of the hardest battles ever 


fought in the war against rum will 
be -\\aged between this and Novem- 
ber 3, with t'ae stronsj po&bibilm that 
more territory will be voted dry No- 
vember 3 than at any time in the 
previous history of our country. The 
speed which our cause will be able 
to attain during the remainder of 
the war, will be determined largely 
by the result of battles to be fought 
in 1914. 
Elections in all the States 


voting are held November 3, except 
Virginia which comes September 22. 


It is practically settled that there 


•will be no vote on the Shepherd-Hob- 
son Resolution for National Prohibi- 
tion betore next winter. The temper- 
ance cause has nothing to lose by this 
delay, and so in this article no other 
reference will be made to that mat- 
ter. We snail confine ourselves to a 
brief description of great struggles 
that are now on for state wide pro- 
hibition in several States of the 
Union. 


Virginia 


For a score of years, the "Old Do- 


minion" has been gradually expell- 
ing the saloons through the opera- 
tions of a Local Option, law until 66 
of her 100 counties have no form of 
liquor license. 


The last Legislature passed an en- 


abling act permitting the people to 
vote on this question should a suffi- 
cient number petition so to do. Sep- 
tember 22nd has been fixed as the 
date for this election. 
Sixty-nine 


thousand voters, about one-half of 
the entire vote cast in 1912, signed 
the* petition. 


The campaign is under the im- 


mediate direction of the Anti-Saloon 
League. James Cannon, Jr., editor 
of the Ricnmond Christian Advocate, 
and the Superintendent o*. the Vir- 
ginia Anti-Saloon League, is in com- 
mand of the temperance forces. The 
State is being thoroughly organized, 
and the campaign will be carried 
through on, the plans so successfully 
used in West Virginia. 


The ..liquor interests understand 


that the loss of Virginia will mean 
a great deal to them, because of the j 
effect it will have on all the States 
that are to vote six weeks later. The 
brewers are coming to their help 
from many sections with a campaign 
fund of $500,000. 
They have lists 


of all the voters of the State and are 
already flooding them with wet liter- 
ature. 


Ohio 


Ohio is the original home of the 


Anti-Saloon League. 
On its soil 


have been fought many of the hard- 
est battles in the anti-li<juor war. 
Under the operations of its county 
local option law, 45 counties are wet. 
The Anti-Saloon League has been 
making its plans for some years to 
bring on a state wide campaign in 
the fall of 1915. The brewers decided 
within the past few weeks to forestall 
the movement of the League, by pre- 
cipitating a battle this year. 
On 


July 1, they put petitions in circula- 
tion to so amend the constitution as 
to destroy the county option law, 
and make it impossible for the Legis- 
lature to enact statutory prohibition. 
The Anti-Saloon League thereupon 
promptly decided to begin an im- 
mediate campaign and secure a vote 
in November on the question of state 
•wide prohibition. 
Each side has to 


secure the signatures of 104,000 vot- 
ers before August 4. This will be a 
struggle of giants. If the anti-liquor 
forces should win it will give a tre- 
mendous impulse to the future of the 
movement. 


Washington, Oregon, Colorado 
Under the initiative and referen- 


dum law the enemies of the saloon 
have brought on a contest fen state- 
wide prohibition m Washington. The 
largest petition of its kind ever se- 
cured in this country was placed on 
file by Dr. George )j Conger, State

port of the Governor of the State in 
their campaign. 


Fifty-four per cent, of Colorado is 


dry and under local option. Billy Sun- 
day begins a meeting Sept. 15 in a 
tabernacle in Denver, seating 20,000 
people, and will continue until after 
November 3. 


California 


Men who are capable of looking at 


the situation in California calmly, 
are of the opinion that its campaign 
is premature and that the amend- 
ment was not wisely drawn. 
It is 


possible for two per cent, of the vot- 
ers of California to bring on an elec- 
tion of this kind. There are a num- 
ber of folks so fond of fighting that 
they enjoy going to it year after year 
even with little or no hope of win- 
ning. These are the people Responsi- 
ble for the present contest. While 
the Anti-Saloon League and other 
temperance 
bodies 
have 
thrown 


themselves vigorously into the fight, 
they have not done it with that de- 
gree of confidence which seems to be 
necessary to win a telling victory. 


Other States 


It seems likely that Arizona will 


vote this fall but with very slight 
hope of success. 


The liquor interests have declared 


their intention to make a fight 
against the prohibition law in Okla- 
homa. 


The Republican, Washington and 


Democratic parties 
of Idaho have 


each in their platforms declared in 
favor of state-wide prohibition. 


The newly nominated Legislature 


of Alabama is pledged by a large ma- 
jority to give that state statutory 
prohibition immediately. 


The big issue in the Present Texas 


campaign is for state wide Col. 
Thomas H. Ball leading the drys as 
candidate for Governor. 


Fears and Expectations 


Among the anti-liquor leaders of 


these various States who are in close 
and constant touch with conditions, 
there seems to be a confident expec- 
tation that Virginia, Washington, 
Oregon and Colorado will vote dry, 
and that Texas will elect a Governor 
and Legislature who will promptly 
submit the matter to the voters. 
There is a feeling of certainty that 
Alabama will return promptly to the 
prohibition column and that Idaho 
only needs time to record her vote. 
There is complete confidence that 
Oklahoma will stand strongly by her 
prohibition law. As to Ohio, the anti- 
liquor forces are very optimistic. 
With reference to Arizona and Cali- 
fornia, the outcome is doubtful.

The Rooseve.t Attack 


Ex-Presideiit Roosevelt has com- 


menced his attack upon President 
Wilson's administration, but if his 
first speech is any indication of what 
is to come, it is an a'ttack that need 
not be feared.

The Democratic party has made good, 
and it is now so progressive that 
there is neither need nor room for 
another progressive party.

President is not quick to forgive 
those who have thwarted his ambi- 
tions, and he has this grievance 
against the President.

the American people very confiding 
if he expects them to join him in 
throwing the protecting arms of the 
government around these conspira- 
cies against the public welfare.

BUSINESS SITUATION 


Aualy^d by a Prominent Pittsburgh 


Man in an Optimistic Manner. 


A rather detailed, analysis of the 


industrial and business situation was 
made Monday by Col. T. J. Keenan, 
who is one of the city's largest real 
estate owners and who developed his 
properties 
on an extensive 
scale. 


Colonel Keenan is contemplating the 
erection of another large building 
and may-order the plaus prepared at 
an early date. 


The fact that he is in close sympa- 


thy with the present National admin- 
istration may tinge his views some- 
what, as they are exceedingly opti- 
mistic. This is not likely to -be more 
the case than that the views of per- 
sons desiring the return to Republi- 
can rule should be purposely tinged 
with pessimism. There are undoubt- 
edly some persons in Pittsburgh who 
refuse to see the glow of prosperity 
which is dawning upon the country, 
because they believe they must re- 
main, "in the dumps" in order to in- 
fluence the result of the November 
election. , 


The views of Colonel Keenan are 


of special interest because of the fact 
that during the campaign of 1912, at 
his request, Professor Wilson, now 
President Wilson, promised the peo- 
ple of Pittsburgh that there would 
be no "earthquake" in the event of 
his election. Colonel Keenan believes 
he has made this promise good. 


Out of the Woods 


The immense building operations 


now in progress in Pittsburgh are 
the immediate 
evidence to' which 


Colonel Keenan points as showing 
that this city is sharing in a general 
condition of better things which is 
breaking upon the country. 
In de- 


scribing the underlying, conditions 
which have led to it he said: 


"There* "has been a depression, but 


it is passing or has passed. -There is 
every reason for the confident expec- 
tation that the coming fall and win- 
ter, will "see a condition of almost 
phenomenal prosperity. 
With build- 


ing operations to the amount of $15,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000 in progress 
in Pittsburgh it would seem that this 
city is already far enough out of the 
woods to be able to congratulate it- 
self. 


"The depression through which we 


have been passing or have passed 
would have come regardless of politi- 
cal conditions. We had enjoyed an 
era of almost unbounded activity and 
a depression was due. 
After mills 


have run double turn and everybody 
has worked-to the limit of capacity 


as busily as ever. 


"The great wheat crops in 
the 


West assure a big year.for the rail- 
roads; the railroads are beginning to 
purchase supplies and equipment. 
This means prosperity for the iron 
and steel business, prosperity for 
which means prosperity for the whole 
country. 
The 
immense 
building 


operations which have been initiated 
in this city show that the tide of 
this prosperity has reached this city 
and tha£ its flood will very shortly 
be upon us. I am confident the Dou- 
ble turn stage will be with us early 
in the fall. Those who refuse to see 
it now will perhaps be unable to re- 
fuse to see it then. 


"•• "In the closing days of his cam- 
paign President Wilson spoke in 
Pittsburgh at Duquesne Garden. I 
had occasion to talk with him short- 
ly before he went out to the meeting 
to deliver his address and suggested 
that if he could say anything to re- 
assure the people of this city regard- 
ing his intentions it might be well to 
say it on that occasion. 
He did so, 


promising that his administration, if 
he were elected, would not mean an 
earthquake for the 
industries of 


Pennsylvania. I believe that he has 
made good that promise. 
The de- 


pression, all things considered, has 
been light and the returning wave of 
good times is here and is, I believe, 
destined to reach a height unsurpass- 
ed in any former periou."—Pitts- 
burgh Dispatch.

LESSON TEXT—Mark 11:1-11. 
GOLDEN TEXT—"Rejoice greatly, O 
daughter of Zion; shout, O daughter of 
Jerusalem, because thy king cometh unto 
thee." Zech. 9-9 R. V. 


Mark devotes 233 verses to his ac- 


count of the last week of our Lord's 
life and 425 to all the balance. Mat- 
thew devotes sevsn chapters and Luke 
five. If all of the life of Jesus had 
been given to us in like ratio it would 
have taken at least 80 volumes in 
which to tell us the story. 


Today's lesson Is the introduction 


to that week. We must consider his 
entry in its light upon the whole 
movement of his life. 
His instruc- 


tions how to secure the colt seem to 
indicate his intention to provoke a 
demonstration. 
Though often in Je- 


rusalem before, this was a different 
occasion, and for a different purpose. 
Before he did not provoke his con- 
flicts, now he courts publicity, that he 
may fasten his claims upon the at- 
tention of all. 


Test of Faith. 


I. "The Lord hath need of him," 


vv. 1-7. It was a test tff faith for these 
disciples to obey the Lord's command 
(v. 2), yet they did precisely what 
they were commanded to do (v. 6). 
Obedience is the supreme test of dis- 
cipleship, John 15:14. "When the dis- 
ciples entered the village (v. 1) they 
found, the colt "whereon no man.ever 
yet jsat." 
Jesus knew, all and had 


the keys to the human heart. -Perhaps 
this colt belonged to a disciple, hence 
the "willingness to -let it -Tae used 'for 
the occasion Jesus was for the first 
and only time assuming. 


Many disciples are not willing ,to be 


so explicitly and simply obedient. 
This obedience is heightened -when 
we remember how the disciples had 
followed 
Jesus towards Jerusalem 


"amazed" and perplexed. 


Those who stood by asked the very 


question suggested by Jesus, v. 6 _ci. • 
v. -3. As these disciples cast thefr 
garments upon the colt for Jesus to, 
sit upon, they _ proclaimed their al- 
legiance to him as-king. 


II. "Hosanna" vv. 8-11. Literally, 


"save now," Ps. 118:25, 26. His en- 
try was characterized by a remarkable 
outbreak of enthusiasm. 
Before this 


only the disciples accepted his king- 
dom claims, now the multitude found 
their expression of gratification. Pass- 
ing into the city, sitting upon the colt, 
he was accompanied by their chants 
of praise. Their first word was, "Ho- 
,sanna"—their last "Hosanna in the 
highest." 
Between these they ex- 


'claimed, "Blessed is the kingdom that 
cometh, fof our father David." 
It has 


been suggested that this host was made 
iup largely of Galileans, and that theirs 
was an _appeal to the city to receive 
(the one 'who was coming, hence their 
jdouble blessing to the king and to the 
kingdom. * Jesus seems to have yield- 
!ed his whole soul to this glad acclaim. 
jit was a necessary part of that dig- 
inity which should properly be accord- 
|6d to the Messiah on this his last 
entry into the Holy City. This sug- 
igestion about the Galileans may ex- 
plain the cry uttered the last part of 
'the week by the citizens of Jerusalem, 
["Crucify him." 
Still we feel sure 


'that many of this same crowd joined 
ithis latter cry. 
The use of the word 


["many" (v. 8) seems to indicate that 
(everyone joined the acclamations or 
joy. 


Effect of Psychology. 


Some of that crowd were doubtless 


moved by the ".psychology of the 
icrowd," and their devotion was short- 
^ived. It Is not -hard to imagine the 
,effect this strange procession must 
have produced upon the city as it 
moved on to the temple. Some threw 
their garments upon the ground to 
pave his way. Others took palm 
'branches (John 12": 13) and strewed 
them in his .path. 


Some of the Pharisees cried out 


against this demonstration, Luke 19: 
39, but the Master replied, "If these 
should hold -their peace the stones 
would Immediately cry out," Luke 19: 
;40. From Luke's account we<see that 
Jesus did not seem to share the joy 
of that day, Luke 19:40-44. 
He saw 


the end from the beginning, and right- 
ly estimated, at Jta true value, the 
evanescent adulation of the crowd. 


Summary. This is a strange triumph. 


What a variety of emotions it must 
ihave aroused. Those of the disciples, 
the crowd, the Jewish sects, the Ro- 
man soldiers and citizens, and in the 
breast of Jesus. 
How different than 


the triumphal processions of Rome. 
Heaven also saw the events of that 
day. 


The clothing cast before him speaks 


of sacrifice on his behalf. The chant- 
ing of children's voices were a proph- 
ecy of his ultimate victory. 


The disciples and the multitude were 
lied with hope. The Galileans poured 
orth their paean of praise and exulta- 
lion. The on-leoiing rulers of Israel, 


Iready plotting his arrest, must have 
resented dark and sinister faces. In 
ho midst of 'all this what of hia 
part? Was it not filled with lone- 
ness? Did he not know the mistaken 
•al, the false hopes, the aroused an 
r>athy? Yet, he is not n'one, for he 
d the Father with him

They condemn them- 
selves to solitary confinement. 


Man has been referred to as a 


sociable animal. 
Following the ar- 


rival of a state of civilization which 
made them safe and possible we 
have had the enormous growth of 
cities. This herding together of mil- 
lions of the world's inhabitants, is an 
evidence of the unconquerable social 
instinct. 


Most of the efforts which are be- 


ing made to induce emigation "back 
to the land" includes some plan for 
social intercourse in the rural com- 
munities. The desire for the society 
of mankind is inextinguishable. Cul- 
tivating those qualities which tend to 
make association with our fellow 
creatures agreeable is not alone a 
duty but an accomplishment of the 
greatest possible individual benefit.

Washington, D. C., July 29.—J 


plan whereby ten or more farmer 
or farm women can form home class 
es in agriculture or domestic scienc 
and receive the textbooks, lectures 
lantern slides, laboratory and cook 
ing equipment necessary to conduc 
them has been devised by the U. S 
Department of Agriculture in co 
operation with Agricultural Colleges 
of certain States. 


The object of the plan is to make 


accessible at home, to men and wo- 
men who have not the time or means 
to attend the regular courses at the 
colleges, practical short courses in 
agriculture and home management 
specially adapted to-their districts 
These courses, which will consist of 
15 to 20 lectures, and will consume 
five or more weeks, can be arranged 
to suit the spare time and conveni- 
ence of each group of people. 


The courses to be offered at first 


are poultry raising, fruit growing 
soils, 'cheese manufacturing, dairy- 
ing, butter making, and farm book- 
keeping; and for the women espe- 
cially, courses in the preparation, 
cooking and use of vegetable and 
cereal foods. 
The Department will 


supply lectures 
covering these

When a group has decided to take 


up the work, the State which cooper- 
ates sends an agent with the Depart- 
ment's representative to organize a 
sample class and assist the leader 
whom they elect in laying out the 
work and in showing him the best 
methods of procedure. 
The classes 


:ommonly are held from 8 to 12 in 
the morning and from 1 to 4 in the 
afternoon, two or three days each 
week. The sessions are not held 
every day, so that the members will 
have time to attend to their farm 
duties in between the sessions, as 
well as before and after the instruc- 
tion period. The classes meet com- 
monly at the most convenient farm- 
house. 
During the morning hours, 


textbook work is done. In the after- 
noon laboratory work is conducted, 
and the women who have elected to 
take the domestic science courses 
have practical lessons in cooking. 


As soon as a class is established, 


the State organizer withdraws to 
start a class in some other district. 
The work thereafter is left in charge 
of the leader, who receives assistance 
by mail from the college or the De- 
partment in carrying on the work. 


As there is no regularly paid in- 


structor, classes can be carried on all 
over the State as rapidly as the col- 
lege organizer can visit the groups, 
and as quickly as the laboratory sets 
supplied by the college became avail- 
able. 
The local leader will preside 


during the reading of the lectures 
and references, for which full texts 
and lantern slides are supplied by 
the department. Every one who com- 
pletes the course will receive a cer- 
tificate from the State College. 


Not all of the States have yet 


agreed to cooperate in this plan. Last 
winter experiments along these lines 
were carried out successfully in Penn- 
sylvania, and this has stimulated an 
interest in the method in other 
States. 
In one of the Pennsylvania 


classes more men applied than could 
be accommodated, and all of the 20 
men and 15 women who began tne 
course completed it. 
Pennsylvania 


is now arranging for more classes, 
while Massachusetts, Micnigan, Ver- 
mont and Florida expect to take up 
the work. 
Other States such as 


Maine, New York, New Jersey, and 
Delaware have signified their willing- 
ness to cooperate.
